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Army Denies

WASHINGTON (AP)— The , 
Army says a preliminary in- 
vestigation has found no 
truth to charges that the 
U. S. military spied on an 
Illinois Senator, Congress- 
man and former Governor. 

‘T can state that neither 
Sen. Stevenson, Rep. Mikva 
nor former Gov. Kerner are 
or ever have been the sub- 
ject of military intelligence 
activities or investigations 
related to political activities,” 
Secretary of the Army Stan- 
ley R. Resor said in a state- 
ment yesterday. 

At White House, press 
spokesman Ronald Ziegler 
released a statement saying 
that President Nixon “ototal- 
ly, completely and unequivi- 
cally” objects to military spy- 
ing on civilian political fig- 
ures.
